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Bacteriology  Department  Experiences  Growth 


The  Department  of  Bacteriology, 
which  offers  the  B.S.  and  M.S. 
degrees,  was  formed  July  1,  1960. 
to  provide  students  an  opportunity 
to  pursue  a  career  in  a  stimulating 
field  uf  expanding  horizons.  Few 
disciplines  among  the  many  areas 
of  science  have  realized  the  phe- 
nomenal growth  that  is  being  en- 
jo\ed  bv  the  many  specialized 
fields  in  bacteriology. 

The  staff  includes  three  mem- 
bers with  diverse  training  and  ex- 
perience. Head  of  the  Depart- 
ment is  Dr.  Rene  J.  Bienvenu  who 
holds  the  M.S.  degree  from  L.S.U. 
and  the  Ph.D.  from  the  University 
of  Texas.  Dr.  Bienvenu  has  been 
at  _\SC  for  12  years,  10  of  which 
he  was  a  member  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Biological  Sciences.  He 
is  Director  of  Research  of  the 
Northwest  Louisiana  Animal  Di- 
sease Research  Laboratory  and 
has  gained  recognition  for  his  re- 
search in  natural  resistance  to 
brucellosis  in  cattle.  He  has 
served  as  director  of  National 
Science  Foundation  Institutes  for 
Highlv  Talented  Secondary  School 
Students  and  Lndergraduate  Re- 
search Projects  at  NSC. 

Dr.  Paul  J.  Thompson,  assistant 
professor,  received  the  M.S.  and 
Ph.D.  degrees  from  the  University 
of  Nebraska.  He  was  employed 
as  a  Research  Microbiologist  at 
Daws  Fermentation  Laboratories 
after  which  time  he  received  a 
year's  post-doctorate  fellowship  at 
the  University  of  Nebraska.  Dr. 
Thompson  joined  the  NSC  staff  in 
September. 

The  third  staff  member  is  Dr. 
\  arlev  F.  ^  oung.  instructor  in 
bacteriology,  who  received  the 
D.V.M.  degree  from  Texas  A  &  M 
and  the  M.S.  degree  in  bacteriolo- 
gy at  NSC.  Dr.  Young  is  also 
director  of  the  Animal  Diagnostic- 
Research  Laboratorv. 


Science  Curriculum  Followed 

I  ndergraduate  students  follow 
a  curriculum  similar  to  those  in 
other  biological  sciences.  Courses 
in  biology,  chemistry,  and  mathe- 
matics comprise  the  majority  of 
collateral  coursework.  Many  of 
these  students,  as  juniors  and 
seniors,  actively  participate  in  re- 
search programs  and  receive  fi- 
nancial assistance  through  under- 
graduate grant  programs  from  the 
National  Science  Foundation. 
Main  of  these  undergraduates 
continue  into  the  graduate  pro- 
gram where  they  pursue  more  ad- 
vanced studies  and  independent 
research.  The  Department  also 
offers  special  courses  for  students 
in  nursing,  home  economics,  and 
agriculture  as  bacteriology  plays 
an  important  role  in  these  disci- 
plines. 

Considerable  emphasis  is  placed 
on  research  in  the  Department. 
This  is  in  recognition  of  the  in- 
creasing need  for  research  bac- 
teriologists in  innumerable  areas 
of  scientific  development.  Gradu- 
ates in  the  field  are  currently  em- 
ployed in  such  industries  as  pe- 
troleum, antibiotic  production, 
chemical  products,  as  well  as  in 
academics,  public  health,  cancer 
research,  and  the  space  programs. 

Active  Research  Programs 
Research  programs  in  bacteri- 
ology  at  Northwestern  have  re- 
ceived over  $70,000  in  grants 
from  the  National  Institutes  of 
Health.  The  National  Science 
Foundation.  Research  Corporation 
of  New  York,  The  Louisiana 
Heart  Association,  and  the  Colum- 
bian Carbon  Company.  Private 
support  has  been  generously  pro- 
vided by  J.  H.  Williams  of  Natchi- 
toches. Monies  received  from 
these  sources  have  been  used  in 
the  purchase  of  equipment  and 
supplies,  and  for  student  stipends    studies.
